MORE CHARGES HI? HYDE, |= 


ATTORNEY REPORTS $28,000 AD- 
DITIONAL GRAFT. 


Representative of Alexander Faction 
Alleges That $16,000 of Funds ot 
‘Equitable 1% Paid te Servants and 
$12,000 Applied to Sundry Expenses 
—Big Insurance Concerns Take 
Steps to Do Away with stones sa 
Plan of Getting Business. 


James H. Hyde is taking annually from the 
treasury of the Equitable $16,000 in the form 
of pay of his personal servants and $12,000 | 
as traveling and sundry expenses is the accu- 
sation made against him by a lawyer inter- 
ested in the anti-Hyde side of the Equitable 
controversy. 

These charges are included with several 
others regarding irregularities in the conduct 
of the society's business, in comments which. 
this lawyer made ‘on the reply sent by Hyde 
to the general agents’ committee, which 
asked him to resign as an officer of the com- 
pany.” 

In Connection with the troubles in the 
Equitable and of the widespread criticisms 
of insurance companies and insurance meth- 
ods the managers of several big companies 
‘are taking steps to bring about a return of 
public ¢onfidence. They have discovered the 
dignity of the profession requires that agents 
should speak kindly and even in terms of 
praise of all insurance companies and should 


even avoid unfavorable comparisons. 


Equitable Leads “Reformation.” 
Foremost in the effort to bring about this 
“mighty reformation ’’ is the Equitable it- 

self. With two other big companies ft has 
decided to cease the publication and circula- 
ot competitive literature. 

a man in close touch with the situa- 
tion in the Equitable came the statement 
that the Frick investigating committee has 
sent out word quietly to directors engaged 
with Hyde in the James H. Hyde and asso- 
ciates underwriting syndicate to send the 
treasurer of the society checks covering the 
profits which they have made out of syndi- 
cate deals in which securities were sold to 
the society. These checks, it ie said, are to 
be held, just as the check for $61,000 which 
Hyde turned in pending decision by the di- 
rectors as to whether the profits should go 
into the pockets of the syndicators or into the 
treasury of the society. According to a man 
who told of this action by the Frick commit- 
tee several directors already have deposited 
their checks with the society's treasurer. 
The directors who are called upon, it is as- 
serted, include some members of the Frick 
committee itself. The personal ga of 


made, it is declared, will not be drawn as 
Hyde drew his check for $61,000, but for as 
much as $500,000 in some cases. 


Hyde’s Argument. 

Here ie the anti-Hyde lawyer's comment 
on the vice president's reply to the agents: ; 

‘Hyde's letter to the agents illustrates 
how a mind may become perverted and dis- 
torted by personal interest. He seriously re- 
gards himself as abused and innocent. He 
thinks the company his own property, the 
policy holders scheming self-seekers; that 
the company’s officers afe conspirators 
against him because they complain of his 
conduct and desire to protect the company 
and ite funds from his misuse; that the 
agents are insolent and ‘ misguided’ hired 
men because they have asked him to re- 


sign. 

“To review briefly the considerations 
which Mr. Hyde disregards: Premiume’ of 
policy holders make up the company’s $400,- 
000,000 assets, and these assets by their con- 
tract belong wholly to them, subject only to 
the annual dividend of 87,000 on Stock and 
the honest expenses of the company. Legiti- 
mately Hyde, with his $51,000 of stock, is en- 
titled annually to a dividend of $3,750 and a 
fair salary as vice president of the company. 


Styles Plan Reasonable. 
“If Hyde's head Is level he will see the 
reasonabieness of the desire of the policy 
holders to protect and administer their own 
property, even though there has been no 
breach of trust dy him. Considering — 
Hyde annually is taking $100,000 out * 
company’s treasury in the guise of salary, 
$22,500 more as salaries from subsidiary com- 
panies, $16,000 in the form of pay of his per- 
sonal servants, $12,000 as traveling and 
*sundry * expenses, and large sums as divi-

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 


nese war began the possibility of grave com- 
plications over the neutrality question looms 
large on the international horizon. Japan 
on Thursday asked of France an explana- 
tion of the prolonged stay of the Russian 
fleet at Kamranh bay. The French foreign 
minister, if reply, is reported to have as- 
sured Japan that France had not violated 
the laws of neutrality; that the Russian 
fleet at most had made only a brief sojourn 
at Kamranh bay; and that “ according to 
official information,” the fleet left Kamranh 
bay last Sunday. St. Petersburg says that 
Admiral Rojestvensky's instructions were 
to respect French neutrality and that he has 
been ordered to leave French territorial 
waters. ‘Nevertheless, Japan is not satis- 
fied. 

Kamranh bay is a Se sheltered harbor 
on the east coast of French Indo-China, some 
200 miles north of Saigon. The bay is 
triangular in shape, its greatest length being 
sixteen and a half miles, and its greatest 
width ten miles. It has no cable commu- 
nication with the rest of the world. It is, 
in fact, an ideal harbor for Russia’s pur- 
poses.

On April 21 
the Russian warships were still there, if 
.circumstantial statements cabled from 
Saigon are correct.

He 
regards it as also in some measure a retali- 
ation upon American husbands for surren- 
dering themselves to business and the pur- 
suit of wealth and neglecting their wives. 
Left to follow their own devices, women 
have taken up club life as a refuge from 
loneliness and monotony. He denounces 
man’s neglect of woman as a “ dastardly 
offense,” but thinks women who forsake 
their homes for clubs only make their sit- 
uation and their children’s far worse.

They 
afford many women relaxation from home 
duties, and women need relaxation as much 
as men. Pleasant and enduring friendships. 
are formed through them, Their discus- 
sions and the courses of.study carried on in 
many of them may quicken and strengthen 
their members’ minds, broaden their horizon, 
and better equip them for mothers and help- 
mates. /Mr. Cleveland is right, however, 
in majntaining that to be a wife and 
mother is woman's peculiar and her high- 
est. mission; and when club work inter- 
feres with home work—as sometimes it is 
permitted to do—it is baneful.

“Sugar Camps and Love 


‘Indiana sugar’ camps. have played some 
queer parts in love matters.. Many years

HERE are more than twice as many eggs eat 
in the United States now thon there were 3 
years ago. The count of the year’s laying for 
1904 shows 1,939,728,779 dozen. And this is ex- 
clusive of the eggs which are-produced ace 
the farms, a crop which is convervgtively est 
mated to be about 5 per cent of the total num- 

2 ber and which would bring the Ne 
dozens at easily over 2.000, 000.000. 

The value of the farm eggs alone at 30 cents a dozen Is 
$580,018,633.70. The increase, which is over 57 per cent fi 
the decade, is estimated at a little over 600,000,000 dozen 
the last five years. 

The greatest factor in this increase has been the grea 
facilities and efficacy of cold storage. Applied in transpor 

‘tion it has worked a great change in business methods. In 
the early applications of cold storage eggs were stored o 
as a last resort. There was no selection with cold sto 
in view and inferior goods were often stored, bringing t 
method under suspicion. Losses followed and it was 
that the first consideration of successful cold storage was a 
judicious selection of products. When this was learned th 
oughly cold storage made rapid bounds as a factor in ec

1,540,000, 000 Eggs Stored Each Year. 
It is estimated that 4,000,000 cases, each containing thirty 
dozen eggs, were stored over last winter in the cold storage 
warehouses of the United States. The space for eggs was 
estimated at over 375,000,000 cubic feet and was 750 per cent 
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upon the market w , 
and in such amounts that the price does not become exorbi- 
tant, is one of the steps in the regulation of prices in whieh 
the cold storage has lately proved the balance wheel. The 
other is that its demands relieve the producer at a time when 
he has the most trouble in disposing of his produce and con- 
sequently his prices are well sustained. „ 
As this has gradually become the situation the egg in- 
dustry has been taken out of the hands of the wives and 
daughters of farmers and has become one of the most im- 
portant of the farm industries. The business has become 
systematized and organized’ so closely that under favorable 
conditions enormous profits, amounting sometimes to 75 and 
80 per cent, are realized. The eggs are bargained for and 
picked up by wagons which go around for the purpose, they 
are tested and selected, thus relieving the farmer of all diffi- 
culty, and, moreover, the payments are made in cash, The 
competition which arises also has the effect of keeping up 
the summer prices so that the farmer finds it worth while to 
pay closer attention to the breeds of fowl which lay steadily 
and is killing off the undesirable breeds. ‘ PS 
That this attention to the scientific side is becoming more

These conditions have also had results in a more steady 
demand during the year, which brings to light another reason 
for increased consumption. This is the introduction of Euro- 
pean cooking, which is not only applied to the American 
cuisine in general but is noticeably used upon eggs in particu- 
lar. Also is included the apparently irrelevant fact that the 
habit of making attractiveness a chief feature of dishes 
served upon American tables is more and more observed.

In the United States little is taken into account except 
nens eggs. The English habit of considering the plover's 
eggs a delicacy has never been adopted by Americans. In 
Virginia gul eggs are commonly eaten and in Texas the 
eggs of terns and herons are gathered along the coast. Tur- 
tles’ eggs are highly prized im countries where they are abun- 
dant, and although once commonly eaten in America they are 
now seldom Offered. The scarcity of goose and duck eggs 
is becoming more and more marked. The number of turkeys, 
ducks, and geese reported from all parts of the country has 
decreased on an average of 30 per cent except In the west, 
where large ranges are the rule. ‘ 
The turkey, which retains many of the characteristics of 
its wild ancestry, is particularly an aggravation to the 
farmer. It needs a wide range, especially in nesting and 
breeding, and as the population increas zs and the nests be- 
come smaller the breeding is discontinued. Geese can be 
kept profitably only where there are green pastures, water, 
and a wide range, and this is often impossible for the farmer. 


So that even if these eggs are more appreciated now than 


they were a few years ago for baking purposes the scarcity 
is greater, and except in a few of the western states they are 
only sold for breeding. |

Some unusual figures appear in the gains of egg produc- 
tion in localities. In Oklahoma the gain in the last decade 
has been 1.2800 per cent. Tennessee and Kentucky both show 
increase in the egg production in proportion to the number of 
fowls, indicating that more scientific steps are being taken in

Egg Powders Open New Market. 

A new market has been obtained for eggs in the egg pow 
ders which are used instead of the fresh article in bakeries, 
There is also a desiccated egg which can be converted into 
scrambled eggs and which is much in favor during long 
marches and in the Klondike. In the selection of eggs for 
cold storage only perfect eggs are taken, and those cracked 
in transit are sold to large baking establishments at prices 
below those of fresh ones and thus taking the bakers out to a 
large extent from the winter demand and having a moderat- 
ing effect upon prices. : 

In 1900 over 1,000 dozen eggs were frozen in Kansas City 
alone. Those found to be tainted are used in dressing 
leather for gloves and book binding, which is largely carried 
on in the foreign tenement districts of large eities. A disin- 
fectant is also made of the tainted eggs and they are exten- 
sively used for the preparation of a shoe blacking. The 
shells are used to make fertilizers. f 

Besides the culinary use millions are used for wine clarity 
ing, calico print works, and the preparation of photographers’ 


dry plates. They are also used in the preparation of dyes.

The consumption of eggs at Raster time is enormously 
increased since the furnishing of colored eggs has become a 
commercial industry. | 


Though the color of eggs has an effect upon their market 


value it does not indicate in any way a difference in their 
food value. They are spoiled by the entrance of a micro- 
organism through the porous shell which sets up fermenta- 
tion, The flavor may be influenced by the food eaten by lay- 
ing hens, | 

The North Carolina experiment station, by feeding « 
quantity of chopped wild onions to hens, obtained aggs so 
pronounced in flavor that they ¢ould got be eaten, and this 
continued while the wild onion was fed. 

Eggs consist chiefly of two nutriments—protein, or muscle 
forming foods, and fats which are utilized as fat in the sys- 
tem, in addition to water and a small amount of mineral mat- 
ter consisting of phosphorus and common salt, sulphur, cal- 
cium, potassium, and iron. The food nutriments are similar to 
those in meat, cheese, milk, and other animal foods. 

The frequently made statement that eggs at 25 cents a 
dozen are cheaper than meat is only true in that a Smaller 
outlay of expenditure answers for the meal, providing two 
egks for each individual. The average hen's egg weighs two 
ounces and is supposed to be equal in nutriment to an ounce 
of meat. Its average size is 24% inches long and 1% inches 
wide. Duck eggs, which are next larger, are usually bluish 
white in color, those of geese are commonly white, those of 
‘guinea fowls are usually light brown, more or less mottled 
with a deeper shade, and those of turkeys are speckled with 
a yellowish brown.
